To the Citizens of Nottinghams 


Due to the continuing smallness of enrollment, the schools - 
of Nottingham have been reorganized this year into three 
rooms, instead of four (which has been the arrangement 
for many years). The number of pupils per teacher is still 
quite moderate, as shown below:
